Friends  and  Fellow  Citizens, 
A  MELANCHOLY  occaticwi  has  this 
day  called  us  together.  The  Heto  whole 
fuperior  excellence  did  honor  to  our  Ipe- 
cies,  and  interefted  the  feeling's  of  the 
whole  family  of  fcar.kil  d,  imow  no  move. 

In  veneration  o:  fuch  a  man,  to  ex- 
change the  accuiomed  walks  of  pleafu: e, 
for  the  houfe  of  mourn:!. g — to  bedew  its 
inmoft  recedes  with  tears  of  gratitude  to 
iiis  memory — to  catch  if  p  iflible,  fonie 
portion  of  his  etherial  fpirit  as  it  mounts 
from  this  earthly  fplifire,  i*»to  pet  feci  uni- 
on with  congenial  fpirhs  above — is  a  lau- 
dable cuftom,  coeval  with  loc'.ety.  and 
ian firmed  by  the  example  of  the  wifeft 
nations. 

The  Egyptians  with  whom  the  arts-ar.d 
fcienceis  are  fuppofed  to  have  originawiE 
jjot  only  celebrated  the  names,  btjit 
i  i.ib.t!  ned  the  bodies  of  their .  deceaRd 
heroes,  that  they  might  long  by  their  ex- 
mules  ltimuiaic  fuceeedjng  generations 
in.. the  praelice  of  "virtuous  and  com- 
mendable aclions — The  Athenians,  an 
intelligent  and  enlightened  people,  pur- 
sued a  limilar  policy,  and  hv  an  exprefs 
1  lav,  ordained  orations  ar.d  fplendid  fune- 
rals, in  honor  of  thole,  who  glorioufly  fell 
iu  the  caufe  of  their  country — Theirex- 
ample  was  imitated  bv  ih  >  Romans,  and 
this  folcmn  cerefflOny  was  performed  in 
the  great  aSemblies  of  the  people,  by  the 
moft  accompli^ed  orators  and  ftatel'mcn. 

The  moral  tendency  of  thefe  inflituti- 
ons  was  trulv  fttbKme — It  taught  the  i:n- 
po:  I  ant  and  rnfti  a*  tive  teflon,  "  that  how- 
f-ver  tyrants  and  traitors  might  extort  or 
lira!  3[>;)laule  during  their  lives,  an  im- 
p  .•  :1  pofterity  would  try  their  charac- 
ters by  the  llandard  of  truth,  and  con- 
demn the  n  to  dark  oblivion  or  merited 
contempt." 

We  may  farther  remark,  that  men  are 
mure  difpefed  to  imitate,  than  to  be 
taught ;  and  are  more  influenced  by  the 
example  of  illuftrious  characters,  than  by 
written  precepts.  The  aclions  of  men 
are  more  peruufive  than  their  words. 
The  latter  fometimes  deceive,  the  former 
never.  The  glorious  deeds  of  "  other 
tines"1  refouhd  in  our  ears,  and  fink  deep 
in  our  hearts  ;  and  even  in  our  own  day 
we  fympathyze  with  thofe  who  have  no- 
bly triumphed,  or  greatly  fuffered  in  our 
behalf. 

The  lofs  which  America  has  fuflained, 
and  her  deep  fenfe  of  that  lofs,  are  un- 
paralleled in  the  annals  of  the  world — 
Tftis  coniHejajtion  wb'I  more  thanjufttfy 
tV-  general  diftrefs  ;  and  account  for  the 
general  folicitudc  to  evince  our  refpeet 
for  the  memory  of  the  ever  honored  dead. 

Whilft  the  moR  celebrated  characters 
recorded  or.  the  hiftorie  page,  have  been  I 
di  t:.  1  juifljed  only  at  particular  and  lhort  \ 
periodsof  theii  lives — whilft  their  virtues  j 
have  emitted  only  tranficnt  flafhes — the 


enjoying  the  gay  amufem'ents  of  youth, 
and  of  Ihining  in  the  giddy  circles  of 
fafnion — he  abandons  all  the  allure- 
ments of  eafe,  and  liltens-  only  to  the 
calls  of  honor  and  o  f  patriotifu. — He  dif- 
dajusa  voluptuous  life  of  indolence  and 
folly,  and  determines  like  Hercules,  to 
feafon  himfelf  for  grand  exploits,  in  the 
rough  fchool  of  toiis  and  adve:  tity.  He 
offers  himfelf  as  a  miflionary  to  the 
French  commandant  on  the  Ohio — The 
offer  is  gratefully  accepted — The  dif- 
Hance  .to  the  French  fortrefs  is  more  than 
four  hundred,  miles  ;  and  half  that  dif- 
tance  a  frightful  wildcrnefs,  interrupted 
with  ftupendousmountains,  and  inhabited 
only  by  lavages.  Neither  the  difficulties 
of  the  rout,  the  inclemency  of  the  feafon, 
nor  the  dangers  with  which  the  enter- 
prize  was  attended,  could  fhake  his  in- 
trepid foul.     He  lets  out  on  foot.accom- 


The  heroifm  of  feeble  minds  is  foon  ex- 
haufted— but  he  whole  lofs  wc  this  day 
deplore,  was  not  contented  with  mere 
•  '<  cafipnal  difplays  of  fortitude  and  en- 
terprise. Invincible  perfeverance  formed 
a  prominent  feature  in  his  character,  du- 
ring the  whole  courfe  of  his  life — ac- 
cordingly we  find  him  in  the  twenty-fe- 
cond  year  of  his  age  retracing  tiie  gloo- 
my path  which  he  fo  recently  explored, 
and  leading  a  finallbnud  of  gallant  follow - 
ers  to  the  defence  of  the  Weft  em  fron- 
tiers. After  various  fuccefsful  and  he- 
roic efforts,  he  is  at,  length  furrounded 
by  hisenemy  ;  and  after  nobly  refilling  a 
force  three  times  as  numerous  as  his  own, 
he  extorts  an  honorable  capitulation  from 
lavage  Indian;  and  their  fuccefsful  allies. 
— Indefatigable  in^the  pnrfuii  of  glory  and 
the  defence  of  his  country,  he  foon  after 
rcfumes  iiis  arms,  and  appears  on  the 
fame  theatre  where  he  had  lately  been  fo 
glpriOttfly  unfortunate — When  the  unex- 
perienced rafimefs  of  his  commander  had 
laor'mced  his  troops  to  an  unfeen  foe,  our 
Washington  gallantly  mitigated  the  clifaf- 
ters.which  he  had  forefeen  but  could  not 
prevent,  and  by  covering  the  retreat  of 
the  iiritifh  veterans,  preferved  them 
from  deftruclion — Vlclory  foon  after  eve- 
ry where  crowned  the  arms  of  Britain  ; 
peace  was  proclaimed,  and  Wafhington 
retired  to  the  enjoyment  of  rural  quiet, 
and  domeflic  happinefs. 

When  the  Britifti  government,  at  peace 
with  other  nations,  determined  to  reduce 
her  colonics  under  the  yoke,  Wafhington 
was  among!!  the  fir  ft  to  riilc  his  all  in  de- 
fence of  our  freedom,  &  to  fpurn  the  bafe 
efforts  of  a  tyrannical  monarch — His  cha- 
racter fecured  him  the  fuffrages  of  his 
fellow  citizens,  and  he  became  adelegate 
to  the  ever  memoi  aMce^ngrefs  of  1774. 
Polfeffcd  of  a  large' portioffc  of  acquired 
knowledge^  directed  by  a  found  judgment, 
he  was  better  qualified  for  that  exalted  Ra- 
tion than  many  others,  who  to  a  greater 
brilliancy  of  parts,  added  the  eccentricity 
of  original  genius.  But  the  voice  of  his 
country  foon  obliged  him  to  exchange  his 
poll  in  the  public  council,  for  thefupremc 
command  of  the  armies  of  America 
was  then  that  all  the  aflonifhing  energies 
of  his  great  mind  were  called  into  a6.ion< 
— it  was  then  that  his  iervi^es  ar.d  fuffer- 
ings  in  the  general  caufe,  impofed  fuch 
obligatior.3  on  his  fellow  citizens,  as  no 
future  acknowledgments,  no  difplay  of 
gratitude  could  discharge — The  truth  of 
/this  remark  will  be  attefted.by  a  moments 
BfeflecYion  o: 


fplendor  of  our  Walhington  rofe  with  the 
morning  of  his  life,  blazed  through  its 
meroJ'un,  and  fet  with  unclouded  la  ire. 
<lt  was  his  to  difplay  the  vigor  of  his 
wind  at  an  early  age,  and  to  ripen  the 
manly  virtues  of  his  heart  iu  the  rugged 
encounter  of  fatigues  and  dangers. — The 
French  as  early  as  the  year  17  73  had 
commenced  hoililities  againit  thf  Weftern 
part  of  Virginia,  at  that  time  a  Britilh  co- 
ior,v.,The  administration  of  Virginia,  ra, 
(blved  bp  demand  of  the  French  the  caufe 
and  pretext  of  their  hoRiiifies.  Our  he- 
ro had  then  barely  attained  his  twenty- 
fiiR  vear — Born  to  an  affluent  fortune — 
rocked  in  the  downy  cradle  of  luxury — 

endowed  with  a  line  perfou — capable  of  |  Eternal  Sunlh:r.r  lettlei  on  its  head. 


on  any  one  of  the  many  memo- 
rable inftancesin  wliich;  he  refcued  his 
country  from  impendirigrui:i.  The  peo- 
ple of  New-Jerfcy  in  j.777  witneffed  the 
mod  critical  period  of  our  revolutionary 
war.  They  behahl.«on  one  fide  a  nume- 
rous, well  clad,  well  appointed?;  purfuing 
army — On  the  other,  a  few  miferable  be- 
iiingswho  from  their  mean  habiliments, 
j  were  held  in  contempt,  riving;  for  fafetv,  & 
I  ftaiuing  the  fnow  with  their  bloody  foot- 
Ifteps.  To  add  to  their  difaRers,  the  A- 
.'  mcricantrocps  were  dnilyperilhingby  dif- 
;  eafe,  and  had  not  a  fingle  tent  to  fhelter 
I  their  naked.fivkly  frames, from  the  inclern- 
J  enc)'  of  the  weather.  Daily  defertions 
j  took  place  and  even  the  moft  fanguine 
!  friends  c/-fl;c  revolution, waited  the  event 
j  in  the  moft  awful  fufpenfe — In  this  ex- 
j  treme  eiuerrcncy,?niidft  thefe  tenipefts  of 
'  aaverfttv,  our  hero  preferved  thf)  wonted 
intrepidity  of  his  character — 
!  As  fo.Tie  OH  Cli!Tl!iat  lifts  its  awful  fotTO, 
Sweil?  from  Mie  vaie  and  midway  le.-ives  theflorm  ; 

bread  the  rollinj;  clouds  are  Ipread, 


Will  it  be  credited  by  pofterity,  that 
with  jus  miferable  dejefted  followers,  he 
faced  upon  a  purfuing  enemy  and  van- 
qiuihjd  tl.em  in  the  actions  of  Trenton  ck 
I;rir,aLtown,  the  details  of  which  will  ne- 
ver bt  forgotten  by  his  grateful  country. 
Their  fplendid  vi6lories  refembled  a  re- 
i'urection  from  the  dead,  to  the  defpon- 
dingfriends  ofliberty.  The  thick  gloom 
of  dil'pair  was  difpelled  by  the  frniles  of 
hopei  and  from  that  cor.fpicuous  aera,  the 
Air.d.  ican  profpecls  continued  to  brigh- 
ten,until  their  liberties  were  confumma- 
ted,j)y  a  fole mn  recognition  of  their  in- 
dependence. 

I^hall  not  anticipate  -your  refleflions 
on  die  various  fplendid  atchievments  by 
which  this  father  of  our  country  erected 
the  ftupendous  fabric  cf  .our  liberty.— 
Idiey  arc  too  numerous  to  be  recapitula- 
ted— too  brilliant  to  derive  luRre  from  the 
feeble  voice  of  eulogy — His  whole  milita^ 
ry  career  was  one  inceflant  blaze  of  light 
and  glory — It  prefents  the  moft  pleating 
images  to  the  mind,  and  will  afford  unceaf- 
ing  delight  to  thofe  plaftic  fouls,  who  in- 
dulge in  the  luxurious  pleafures  of  imagi- 
nation— For  if  the  recollecdion  of  'tbc 
beautiful  and  fublime  objeclsof  inanimate 
creation,  charm  the  fancy  -  and  captivate 
the  heart — will  not  the  foul  be  raviflied 
by  the  truly  fublime  contemplation  of  a 
character  raifed  by  providence,  to  fnatsh 
the  blood-Rained  fceptre  from  the  grafp 
of  a  tyrant,  arrd  to  give  freedom  and  fe- 
licity to  a  whole -nation — The  fuperior 
pleafure  derived  from  fuch  elevated  con- 
ceptions is  finely  pourtrayed  by  the  poet, 

"  Look  then  abroad  thro'  nature  to  the  range, 
Of  planets,  funs,  and  adamantine  fpheres, 
Wheeling  unfliaken  thro'  the  void  .mmenfe ; 
And  think  O  man!  tan  this  capacious  fcene 
With  half  that  kindling  majefty,  dilate 
Thy  ttrong  conception,  as  when  Brutus  rofe 
Refulgent  from  the  ltroke  ofCrezar's  fat* 
An'id  the  croud  of  patriots,  and  his  arm 
Aloft  extending,  like  eternal  Jore, 
When  guilt  brings  down  the  Thunder,  call'd 

afoud 

On  TulU's  n.-me,  and  (liook  his  crimfon  fteel, 
And  bade  the  father  of  hir.  country  hail ! 
Fer  to  the  tyrant  proftrate  in  the  dud, 
And  Rome  again  is  free." 

Yes  my  friends,  his  military  exploits ftiall 
be  celebrated — they  (hall  be  celebrated 
not  only  amongft  us,  but  in  every  lan- 
guage, in  the  annals  of  every  nation,  and 
the  moft  diftant  pofterity  Hull  proclaim 
them — The  fame  of  military  actions  how- 
ever, feems,  I  know  not  how,  to  be  drow- 
ned amidil  the  groans  of  the  dying — the 
iiiouts  of  armies  and  the  din  of  war.  But 
wtten  we  hear  of  a  companionate,  a  gene- 
rous, a  humane,  a  juft,  a  moderate,  a  pru- 
dent acdion,  performed  during  the  triumph 
of  viclory,  when  men  are  generally  proud 
aad  iilfolent — with  fuch  an  ardent  affec- 
tion arc  wc  inflamed  that  we  arc  frequent- 
ly i:i  love  with  perfons  whom  wc  have  ne- 
ver feen  ;  and  this  not  only  whiiit  we  con- 
template realities,  but  even  wh'nft  we  fur- 
vcy  the  pictures  of  the  imagination — 
'Caetar  and  Pompcy  may  have  equalled  our 
Walhington  in  arms — but  Pompey  viola- 
ted the  authority  of  his  country  and  Cae- 
far  palled  the  Rubicon — whilft  Wafliing- 
'on  difbanded  his  army,  and  refumed  the 
dignified  character  of  a  private  citizen. — 
j0'  /  During  the  long  lapfe  of  nearly  half  a 
L  'century,  this  benefactor  of  mankind  never 
refufed  his  ready  aid  when  called  from 
the  bofom  of  retirement,  into  the  fervice 
of  his  country — The  indullry,  patience, 
and  zeal,  which  he  difplayed  whilft  at  the 
head  of  our  executive  department,  will  be 
acknowledged  to  have  exhibited  at  an  ad- 
vanced age,  thofe  extraordinary  powers 
of  mind  for  which  he  was  always  fo  emi- 
nently diftinguilhed.  It  belongs  not  to 
the  prefeflt  age  difpaflionately  to  decide 
on  the  policy  which  governed  his  Iongad- 
miniftration — Experience  and  an  imparti- 
al pofterity  will  moft  juftly  determine  the 
merits  of  thofe  political  difputes,  which, 
at  prefeut,  divide  the  public  mind: — but 
whilft  fome  nice  Andes  of  difference,  dif- 
criminatcd  his  opinions  from  thofe  of  ma- 
ny of  his  fellow  citizens,  all  agreed  that  e- 
very  part  of  his  condufl  was  dictated  by  a 
jpirit.  pure,  difintereRed,  and  inviolably 
attached  to  the  happinefs  of  Iiis  country. 

His  political  character  poffeffed  a  high 
degree  of  excellence.  He  was  endowed 
with  a  firm  undaunted  mind,  a  vigoroua 
underftandingand  a  feeling  heart — Alibis 
impreliions  were  ftrong  and  deeply  rooted 
— From  thefe  and  from  thefe  only  he 
fpoke  and  aclcd — He  was  free  from  eve- 
ry fpecies  of  diffimulatioa  and  deceit — 
His  deliberations  were  more  fwayed  by 
what  be  thought  right  btmteif  than  by 
what  was  thought  right  by  others — and 
frhtti  hii  determination  was  onc«  taken, 


he  was  not  to  be  diverted  from  it  by  fear 
or  favor — His  adherence  to  truth  thrc» 
his  whole  life,  was  undeviating  and  uni- 
form. His  fpirit  was  too  elev  ated  to  fub- 
mit  to  falfehood,  from  what  ever  fot.rce> 
it  might  be  fuppofed  to  arife,  whether  from 
the  fuggeftions  of  vanity,  the  impreffions* 
of  fear,  or  the  dictates  of  malice— His  hu- 
manity and  greatnefs  of  foul  were  pure* 
and  unaffected — No  man,  did  3  great  or 
bene  volent  action  with  lefs  oRentation, 
lei's  confeioufnefs  of  merit,  or  lefs  defignt 
of  gaining  applanfe — In  the  political,  t» 
well  as  more  private  relations  of  life, 
he  was  greatly  beloved  ;  in  all  the  qual- 
ities  ncceffary  for  friendfhip,  he  has  fel- 
dom  been  equalled.  1  hrough  the  whole 
ot  his  public  and  private  cor.ducl,  there 

appeared  a  ftrain  of  manly  fincerlty  

From  his  cradle  to  his  grave,  he  perhaps 
never  on  any  one  occuiioh,  facrificed  re- 
ality to  appearances,  or  courted  applaufe 
from  others,  which  was  not  juftified  by 
the  approbation  of  his  own  heart.  En- 
gaged itf  the  bufy  fcenes  of  life,  he  knew 
human  nature,  and  the  moft  proper  me- 
thod of  accompliihing  propofed  objects". 
His  paftions  were  fubdued  'and  fubjerSlei 
to,reafon — His  foul  fuperior  to  party  fpi- 
rit, to  prejudice,  and  illiberal  views,  mo- 
ved according  to  the  impulfesit  received 
tr9m  an  honeft  heart,  a  good  underftand- 
ing,  common  fenfe  andafoTir.d  judgment— 
He  was  habihraTPd  to  view  things  on  ev- 
ery fide,  to  ccmlider  them  in  all  relations, 
and  to  trace  the  probable  and  poUible  con- 
fequences  of  propofed  mcafures — Mm  h. 
addicded  to  clofc  thinking,  his  mi-id  was 
conftantly  employed — By  freouent  an£ 
long  continued  exercife,  his  ur.deritanding 
and  judgment  expanded  fo  as  tc  Le  able 
to  difcern  truth,  and  to  knew  what  was 
proper  to  be  done  in  every  emergency. 

Such,  my  fellow  citizens,  wis  the  man 
whole  memory  you  wiftitocherifti — whofe- 
virtues  fhoidd  be  engraved  on  the  tablets* 
of  your  minds,  and  embalmed  in  the  fanc~i- 
uaryofyour  hearts— We  all  knew  his 
character  and  loved  him?  more  than  I  am 
able  to  exprefs — I  have  not  however  deals 
in  extravagant  Eulogy,  which  may  fome- 
times  amule  the  living,  but  can  never 
characterize  the  dead.  It  belonged  ten 
him  I  have  attempted  to  commemorate, 
to  be  as  jealous  of  undeferved  praife,  as 
of  unmerited  cenfure  ;  and  I  have  en- 
deavored to  delineate  his  character  in 
fuch  a  manner,  as  his  magnanimous  fpirit 
would  have  approved.  I  could  not  exag- 
gerate his  virtues,  and  you  will  not  be- 
leive  that  I  would  let  down  aught  in  ma- 
lice— Why  Ihould  I  mv>  deviate  from  the 
truth 

Can  Storied  urn  or  animated  btift. 
Back  to  its  mauficn  call  the  fleeting  breath? 
Can  honor's  voice  prov  uke  the  lilent  duft, 
Or  flattery  footh  the  dull  cold  ear  of  death? 

Alas  my  friends  he  is  gone — he  is  gone— 
never  to  return  !  !  Deep  is  his  fieep  in 
the  grave,  low  is  his  pillow  of  duft — no 
more  Cull  he  hear  the  voice  of  Ids  coun- 
try— no  more  fliall  he  awake  at  her  call

Citizens  Directors, 

I  have  acquainted  you  that  Achmet 
Dgezzar,  Pacha  of  Acre,  Tripoli  and  Du- 
mas had  been  appointed  Pacha  of  Egypt ; 
that  he  had  affembleua  coihiaerable  body 
of  troop3  and  had  broaght  his  advanced 
guard  to  Elarych,  threatening  the  reft  of 
Egypt  with  immediate  invafron  ;  that 
Turkifh  tranfports  were  collecting  in  the 
pert  of  Macriv  threatening  to  carry- 
troops  before  Alcxandriaat  the  approach- 
ing fine  feafon  ;  that  by  the  movement* 
which  exifted  in  Arabia,  it  Was  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  number  of  people  from 
Yambo,  who  had  croffed  the  Red  Sea, 
would  increafe  in  the  fpring. 

You  have  feen  by  my  laft  difpatch,  the 
rapidity  with  which  the  army  has  paffed 
the  defert  ;  tjje  taking  of  EUrych,  Gaza* 


S>ttd  juffa,  the  dlfperhon  bf  mi  enemy^s 
amy,  which  has  loft  its  military  ftores, 
part  bf  its  camels,  field  equipage,  kc. 

TlierajAhaihedy'et  iwo  months  before 
the  proper  feafoh  for  difembaikation.  1 
determined  to  purfue  the  remains  of  the 
ei>.c:::\  'slrmy,  and  to  r.ourilh  duting  two 
months,  the  War  in  the  heart  of  Syria. 
IVe  Inarched  for  Acre. 

AFfAIR  of  KAkoutf. " 

The  15th  March,  at  10  in  the  morning, 
we  perceived  beyond  the  village  of  Ka- 
koun  the  enemy's  army,  which  had  taken 
a  pofition  on  our  flanks  :  their  left  cor.ipo- 
fed  of  people  of  Naploufe  (formerly  Sa- 
maritans) was  fupportedby  a  riling"  round 
of  difficult  Sheets  ;  the  cavalry  was  form- 
ed on  the  right. 

General  Kleber  fell  on  the  enemy's 
cavalry  ;  gen.  Lafnes  attacked  the  left  ! 
genera'l  Murat  difplayed  the  cavalry  in 
the  centre. 

General  Lafnes  overturned  the  enemy, 
killed  a  great  many,  and  purfued  them 
two  leagues  in  the  mountains. 

Gen.  Kleber,  after  a  light  firing,  put 
fo  flight  the  right  of  the,  enemy,  and  pur- 
fued "them  clofely  ;  they  took  the  road  to 
Acre. 

COMBAT  OF  KAISSA. 

The  17th  March,  at  8  at  night,  we 
took  puffeflion  of  Kailla  ;  and  the  Englifh 
fleet  was  at  anchor  in  the  Road, 

Eourpiecesof  befiegingartillerv,  which 
I  had  caufed  to  be  embarked  at  Alexan- 
dria, on  four  tranfports  were  taken  ofl" 
KailTa  by  the  Englifh. 

Several  boats  loaded  with  bombs  and 
provifions  efcaped  and  anchored  at  Kaiffa ; 
the  cmglilh  attempted  to  carry  them  off, 
but  were  repulfed  by  general  Lambert, 
teho  killed  or  wounded  100  men,  made  30 
prifoners,  and  feized  a  large  fliallop  with 
)i  caronade,  and  a  36  pounder. 

It  only  remained  for  us  to  put  our  field 
equipage  in  order  of  battle  before  Acre. 
We  attacked  in  breach  a  tower  which  was 
the  moft  projecting  part  of  the  town  ;  the 
mine  failed,  the  counter fcarp  did  not  fly. 
Citizen  Mailly  whe  went  down  to  recon- 
noitre the  effect  of  the  mine,  was  killed. 
You  will  fee  by  the  journal  of  the  fiege, 
that  on  the  26th  and  30th  of  March,  7th 
and  15th  of  April,  the  enemy  made  vigor- 
ous ("allies,  in.  which  he  was  repulfed  with 
lofs,  by  gen.  Vial. 

That  on  the  ift  of  April,  our  mines 
blew  up  the  counter  fcarp,  l*it  that  the 
breacli  was  not  found  practicable. 

The  31ft  March,  gen.  Murat  took  pof- 
feffion.  of  St>flf,.t,  d(a  nnrlent  Bethulia. — 
The  inhabitants  Die W  the  place  where  Ju- 
dith killed  Ilolofernes.  The  fame  day- 
gen.  Junot  took  poffeflionof  Nazareth. 

COMBAT  OF  NAZARETH. 

A  numerous  army  was  marching  from 
Pamas.  They  paffed  the  Jourdan  the 
6th  April. 

The  advanced  guard  fought  all  day  of 
the  6th,  again  ft  gen.  Junot,  who,  with  500 
ii:en  of  the  2d  and  19th  half  brigades,  put 
it  tonight,  trj< ,k  5  colors,  and  covered  the 
field  of  battle  wilh  dead.  A  famous 
combat,  which  does  much  honor  to 
French  Cfng-fro*4. 

COM  BAT  OF  C  ANA. 

The  9th  Api  il  gen.  Kleber  fet  off  from 
the  camp  of  Acre—he  marched  to  the 
enemy,  and  met  him  near  the  village  of 
Cana  ;  he  formed  htm  fell  in  two  fquares. 
Afttr  having  fought  part  of  the  day,  each 
of  them  re-entered  his  own  camp. 

BATTLE  OF  MOUNT  TABOR. 

The  1  tth  April,  the  enemy  paffed  over 
the  right  of  gen.  Kleber,  and  halted  in 
the  plains  of  Efdecton,  in  order  to  form  a 
junction  with  the  Naplou faint. 

General  Kleber  tranfported  himfelf  be- 
tween the  river  Jourdan  and  the  enemy  : 
turned  Mount  Tabor,  and  marched  all 
the  night  of  the  15th  to  the  16th,  in  or- 
der to  attack  him  in  the  night. 

lie  arrived  in  prefence  of  the  enemy 
at  day-break  :  he  formed  a  divifion  in  a 
i'quare-  battalion.  A  croud  of  enemies 
furrounded  him  on  all  lidcs:  he  was  ex- 
posed all  day  to  Cavalry  attacks  ;  but  re- 
pulfed them  all  with  tlugreateft  bravery. 

The  diviiirtn  of  Hon  had  fet  off  the  14th 
at  noon,  from  the  camp  at  Acre,  and 
found  itfelf  on  the  16th,  at  9  in  the  mor- 
ning, at  the  heels  of  the  enemy,  who  oc- 
cupied an  immenfe  field  of  battle.  We 
never  before  faw  fo  much  cavalry  ma- 
noeuvring, charging  and  moving  in  all  di- 
rections. Wt  kept  concealed  :  our  ca- 
valry carried  off"  the  enemy's  camp, 
which  was  two  leagues  from  the  field  of 
battle.  There  were  taken  more  this 
400  camels,  and  ail  the  baggage  efpecial- 
ly  that  of  the  Mamelukes. 

The  generals  Vial  and  Rampon,  at  the 
head  of  their  troops,  formed  in  fquarc 
battalions,  took  the  march  in  different  di- 
rections, fo  as  to  form  with  the  divifion 
of  Kleber,  the  three  angles  of  an  equila- 
teral triangle,  of  2000  fathoms  fide-way. 
The  tne.n)  was  in  the  centre.  Being  ar- 
rived at  gun-fhot,  v.-e  (hewed  ourfelves  ; 
terror  pervaded  the  enemy's  rr.nk;  in  a 
trice  that  cloud  of  cav»lier*retiAd  in  dif- 


order,  and  gained  the  river  JouVdafl  :  the 
enemy  gained  the  heights.  Night  faved 
it:     '  , 

Next  day  I  catlled  the  villages  ofGe'i- 
ine,  Hourez,  and  Onalm  to  he  burnt,  to 
punilh  the  Naploufains.  Gen.  Kleber 
purfued  the  enemy  as  far  as  the  jourdan. 

COMBAT  OF  SAFKET. 

General  Murat  had  let  off  the  ti  April 
from  the  camp  in  order  to  raifc  the  ficge 
of  Saffet,  and  carry  away  the  magazines 
ofTebarich  ;  he  beat  the  enemy's  colum  1, 
and  made  himfelf  mafter  of  the  baggage. 
Thus,  that  army  which  was  announced 
with  fo  much  parade,  as  numerous,  fad 
the  inhibitants,  as  the  itars  of  heaven 
and  the  lands  ofthe  fca,  a  curious  uem- 
blage  of  foot  and  horfemen,  of  all  coun- 
tries, re-palled  the  Jordan  with  the  great? 
eft  precipitation,  after  leaving  an  imticnce 
quantity  of  dead  in  the  fieid  ot  battle.  If 
one  might  judge  of  their  terror  by  the  ra- 
pidity of  their  flight)  never  has  there  Jecn 
any  Inch. 

You  will  fee  in  the  journal  of  the  iege 
of  Acre,  the  different  w  orks  made  on 
both  fides  for  the  nafling  of  the  ditch, and 
to  enterthe  tower,  Which  was  and 
counter-mined;  that  fcvcral  pieces  of 
34's  being  arrived,  the  town  was  feriouf- 
ly  attacked  in  breach ;  that  the  z!>ih 
and  30th  April,  and  id  May,  the  enemy 
made  fallies  and  was  vigorously  repulfed  ; 
that  the  8th  May,  the  enemy  received  a 
reinforcement,  brought  by  jo  Turkiih 
men  of  war  ;  that  he  made  four  fallies 
the  fame  day  ;  that  he  filled  our  trenches 
with  dead  bodies  ;  that  we  lodged  our- 
felves, after  an  affauit  extremely  Moody, 
in  one  of  the  points  the  molt  elfential  o! 
the  place. 

TJtitS  day  we  are  matters  of  the  princi- 
pal points -of  the  rampart.  The  enetnj 
his  made  a  fecond  encompaflinent,  fup- 
ported  by  the  caitle  of  Lgczzar.  It  re- 
mained for  us  to  go  through  the  town  ;  it 
would  be  neceflary  to  lay  a  trench  before 
every  houfe,and  loofe  more  people  thanji 
wilh  to  do;  the  feufon  beiides  is  too  far 
advanced.  The  object  I  had  in  view  is 
fulfilled — Egypt  calls  me. 

I  caufe  a  battery  of  24's  to  be  placed  to 
raze  the  palace  of  Dgezzar,  and  the  prin- 
cipal monuments  of  the  town  ;  I  caufed  a 
thoufand  bombs  to  be  thrown  in,  which 
in  fo  compact  a  placet  niuft  do  conudepabic 
hurt.  Having  reduced  Acre  to  a  heap  of 
(tones,  I  Ilia  1 1  repafs  the  defert,  ready  to 
receive  the  European  or  Turkiih  army, 
which  in  Mellidor  or  Thermidor,  would 
land  in  Egypt.  I  (lull  fend  you  from 
Cairo,  a  relation  of  the  victories  wjich 
gen.  Defiaix  has  gained  in  Upper  Egypt ; 
he  has  already  deftroyed  feveral  anliies 
arrived  from  Arabia,  and  has  alnoft 
wholly  difperfed  the  Mamelukes. 

In  all  thefe  affairs,  a  great  number  of 
brave  men  (braves)  are  dead,  at  the  head 
of  them  are  generals  ColFarelli  and  Rom- 
band  :  a  great  number  are  wounded,  a- 
mongft  them  are  generals  Role  &  Lafne. 

.1  have  had  fince  my  palfage  of  the  de- 
fart,  500  men  killed  and  wojnded.  '1'he 
enemy  has  loft  above  15,000  men. 

I  aik  from  you  the  grade  of  general  of 
divifion,  for  gen.  Lafne,  and  the  grade  of 
general  of  brigade  for  citizen  Sor.^is, 
chief  of  brigade  of  artillery. 

I  have  promoted  thofe  officers  mention- 
ed in  the  lilt  which  you  will  find  annexed 
hereto.  I  (ha'l  make  known  to  you  the 
traits  of  courage  which  have  diftir.guilhed 
a  great  number  of  brave  men. 

I  have  been  perfectly  pleafed  with  the

the  armies  in  the  world. 

The  army  kft  Acre  on  the  21ft  May, 
and  arrived  in  the  evening  at  Tentoura

farea,  in  the  middle  of  broken  col  dm  ris  o* 
marble  and  granite,  which  auiioun 
what  might  have  been  that  city  formerly 

We  arrived  at  Jaffa  on  the  -4th.  For 
thefe  two  days  pait,  detachments  of  the 
army  are  on  their  man;!:  towards  Egypt.
